RUNYARD DEAD 



FEW CLAIMS ARE CUT DOWN 



No Stepf Have So Far Been Taken in Re- 
gard to Claims Outside the State 
of Wisconsin 






The contractors employed by the E. 
I. DuPont.de NeMours company to es- 
timate the damages done by the re- 
cent powder explosion at Pleasant 
Prairie have completed their work and 
the company's agents are completing 
the settlements with the farmers and 
people in the neighborhood of the vil- 
lage as rapidly as possible. The esti- 
mate of the contractors places the 
amount to be paid in Pleasant Prairie 
as in excess of $80,000, but Judge 
Rheuby, who is here to represent the 
company in making the settlements, 
does not believe that the total will be 
this great The smaller claims tiled by 
people in Kenosh, several thousand in 
number, are not as yet paid, but they 
have most of them been allowed and 
the clerks of the company are working 
night and day making out checks to be 
deliyered to the people. The payment 
is not to be started until all of these 
checks are ready. It is said that the 
losses claimed in the city of Kenosha 
will* exceed $10,000. The company has 
been liberal in allowing the claims and 
claims have been allowed in every case 
where the justice of them could be es- 
tablished. Few of the claims have been 
cut down. 

Something of the cost of the explo- 
sion to the company is shown by some 
of the big claimB paid to people in the 
town of Pleasant Prairie. One hundred 
and fifty-five plaims ranging from 
$2,800 to $50 had .been settled by the 
company's agents up to Wednesday 
evening. The largest claim is that of 
Dr. Werner who has a farm a short 
distance from the plant This claim 
has not as yet been paid, but it will be 
in the neighborhood of $5,000. The 
largest claim paid to date was that of 
Orson Fox who received $2,800 in set- 
tlement for damages done to his prop- 
erty. H. A. King of Pleasant Prairie 
received $2,000 and the Stephenson 
farm had a settlement of almost as 
much. There are scores of claims set- 
tled In which the damages claimed was 
between $700 and $1,000. As yet the 
agents of the company have taken no 
steps to settle claims from other states, 
but claims of good proportions have 
been sent in from Illinois and Michigan 
while smaller claims have been received 
from as far west as Iowa and as far 
east as Ohio. It is expected that a 
majority of the socalled "long dis- 
tance" claims will be paid. 

The work of rebuilding the plant is 
still being held in abeyance and not a 
thing has been done to restore ihe 
buildings wrecked by the explosion of a 
month ago. Representatives of the 
•company admit that the company is 
waiting to see what action will, be tak- 
en by v the Wisconsin* legislature. The 
rebuilding of the plant will depend to a 
great degree on the stringency of the 
laws passed by the state solons. There 
is, however, little reason to' believe 
that the company will abandon the 
Pleasant Prairie plant, but it is the 
plan of the company to operate it as an 
auxiliary plant iri the future with the 
understanding that much *of the busi- 
ness that has been done there will be 
transferred to the plant at Hibbing, 
Minn.

From the* dusty chambers of a law 
office to the tropical jungles of Guate- 
mala, where in the midst of rank veg- 
etation, the songs of strange birds, and 
the sight of strange looking men jb the 
change which will be taken by Attorney 
Arthur B. Case of Antioch in a Bhort 
time. In the early fall, when the rainy 
season begins in the tropical country of 
Guatemala, Atttorhey Case will leave 
his home in Antioch and take possession 
of one of the largest, if not the largest 
tract of land owned by one man, or any 
company of men on the two continents. 

The tract of land upon which Attor- 
ney Case will settle was purchased 
from the government of Guatemala, 
for 9100,000, and contains about 2,- 
000,000 acres of the finest land for tim- 
ber and rubber planting to be found 
any place on the two American conti- 
nents. The land is in the form of a 
long narrow strip,* being 100 miles long 
by 30 miles in width. Upon the 2,000,- 
000 acres contained in the tract are to 
be found rubber trees in an unlimited 
number, mahogany trees, bananas, and 
in fact every kind of tree which grows 
in tropical America. 

But there will be little use for any of 
these trees upon the plantation owned 
by Attorney Case. The clearing out of

Senator Olson Announces He Has Re- 
ceived Promise of Appropriation 

Senator A. J. Olson has been very 
busy in the interests of his district of 
late and as a result has secured some 
splendid legislation. One of the most 
important measures that Mr. Olson has 
accomplished is the Smith fish bill 
which Captain Smith of Waukegan 
drafted and which he has been seeking 
to have passed for some time in the 
interests of the commercial fishermen. 
This bill has passed the Benate and now 
is up to the House. 

Mr. Olson announces that he. has 
been promised an appropriation of $15,- 
000 for a Spawn Culture Fishery for 
Lake county. This bill provides for the 
breeding of fish for the stocking of the 
small lakes. 

When this appropriation is given, as 
Mr. Olson feels sure that it will be, 
there is every reason to believe that it 
will be located in Waukegan as that is 
the most logical place' in the whole 
county for such a hatchery to be lo- 
cated.

At that moment, glancing 
skyward, one of tho officers was as- 
tounded to see a long narrow board 
project itself from tho coping of the 
Wilson house, waver uncertainly for 
a moment, and then advance stealth- 
ily toward the parapet across. When 
It was within a foot or two of a restr 
Ing place, McCloud called sharply to 
tho Invisible refugee above, at the 
same time firing his revolver In tb.9

"'Tho result was surprising. The 
board stopped, trembled, swayed a lit- 
tle, and dropped, missing the vigilant 
officer by a hair's breadth, and crash- 
ing to the cement with a terrific force.

It is quits 
time to extend to the millionaire the 
same strictness that keeps tho com- 
muter at homo for three weeks with 
the measles; that makes him get tho 
milk* bottles and groceries from tho 
gate-post and smell like dog-soap for 
a month afterward, as a result of dis- 
infection."'

•Now York. — When tho Hudson Bay 
Trading company commenced trading 
among the Indians it was. found that 
by selling the Indians liquor they could 
more easily be Induced to trade their 
peltries. The first whisky was brought 
to this country in large barrels, but 
in transporting it overland, it was 
found more convenient to divide It into 
small kegfi. 

The white' traders, soon became 
aware, according to tho American 
Wine Press, that by diluting the whisky 
with water, more furs could be obtain- 
ed. This was practiced for some time, 
but the Indians learned that . good 
whisky poured on a fire would cause 
it to flame up, whereas, had the whisky 
been diluted, the- flro would bo 
quenched. ' ►

As soon as the accident occurred 
Superintendent Grant organized res- 
cue corps and entered the mine, after 
notifying ofllclals of the compauy at 
the head offices in Cumberland, Md. 

The rescue parties had not ad- 
vanced far Into tho workings before 
they discovered tho obstruction. 

It then was decided to effect an en- 
trance nearer the probable point of 
the explosion by cutting through the 
wall of an adjoining mine owned by 
the same company. . 

The rescuers have penetrated to the 
No. 20 mine at a point about 4,000 
feet from the outside entry. There 
still remained abouC the same dis- 
tance to go before reaching tho 
buried miners. 

The Ott mine No. 20. Is almost di- 
rectly under tho town of Elk Garden 
which is on a hill. The mouth of the 
mine Is about half a mile from the 
town, down tho hill.

STATE COMMISSION IS NEED 



Commonwealth Must. Preserve Power 
Sites, and Co-operation with Au- 
thorities at Washington, He 
Declares, Is Imperative to • , 
Protect the Rights of 
the People. 



Springfield, 111.-— Tho expected nies- 
: sage from Governor Deneen to the 
two houses of the legislature on the 
all-Important subject of the deep 
waterway and water power : question 
lias been Bubmlttcd. In substance, the 
document was as follows: 

"In. my biennial message of January 
4, 1011, It was stated that a discus- 
sion of the waterway and water power 
. question was ; omitted because of the 
tendency of certain conferences be- 
tween a commission- appointed, by the 
United States government, under the 
provisions of the Rivers and Harbors 
Act of Juno 25, 1910, and a represen- 
tative of the state of Illinois. 

"The federal act provided for the 
appointment by tlie secretary of war 
of 'n board of fivo members, to bo 
composed of four engineer officers of 
(he army and one civil engineer taken 
from civil lire, to confer, with the au- 
thorized agency of the' state of Illinois 
and to submit to congress a report 
upon the extent to which the United 
StateB may properly co-operate with 
the state of Illinois in securing the 
conBt/uction- of ,a navigable waterway 
from Lockport to the „ mouth of the 
Illinois river in conjunction with the 
development of water power by the 
stato between Lockport and Utlca/ 
Tho federal act also provided that 
'Should the board consider cq-opora* 
tion to bo advisable, tho report herein 
called for shall Include plans and esti- 
mates of cost of the work recommend- 
ed to be dono by the United States 
alono or in co-operation with tho state 
of Illinois.' 

Tho governor then gives a some- 
what lengthy resume of the stops taken 
by the state and federal governments 
In regard to the project of a Lakes- 
to-the-Giilf waterway which preceded 
and led up to tho appointment of tho 
federal commission, Including tho 
building, of tho Illinois and Michigan 
canal and tho Chicago sanitary and 
ship canal, and the plans for tho 
Lockport to Utlca division of the wa- 
terway. , This loads up to. tho litiga- 
tion with the Economy Light and Pow- 
er Company over Its efforts to erect a 
dam and accomplish a largo water 
power development at tho junction of 
tho Desplalnes and Kankakee rivers, 
and tho decision of tho courts that 
tho Dcsplalnqs was a non-navfgable 
stream. This caso has not yet been 
carried to tho supremo court of tho 
United States because of tho failure 
of tho general assembly to appropriate 
sufficient funds to perfect it, and the 
governor urges that such an appro- 
priation be made at this session. . 
Importance of Appeal. 
Concerning this, the message says: 
"Tho significance and importance of 
this 8uit.Uo in this, that should the 
contentions of tho state be upheld, the 
title to tho bed and water of tjho 
stream 1b In the state, and , private 
persons and corporations could npt 
- construct dams across It without tho 
stato's authority;' and, therefore, - no 
water power sites could bo acquired 
without legislative enactment by- the 
general assembly. If tho contentions 
of tho Economy Light and Power 
Company are upheld, persons owning 
lands on tho banks of a stream would 
'havo title to tho thread of the .stream, 
and tho owner of land on both sides, 
woujd havo tho power to construct 
dams and develop water powor, pro- 
vided tho dama' did not Interfere with 
navigation. If the court should uphold 
tho contention that .the stream Is not 
navigable, private persons could build 
dams subject only to tho necessity of 
acquiring the property that would be 
overflowed by reason of the erection 
of the dams. Under such circum- 
stances, therefore, private' persons or 
corporations, by purchasing lands that 
would be overflowed by tho construc- 
tion of jdamB, would have the right to 
construct, such dams without tho con* 
sent of. tho state, In which event the 
state, instead of being able to con- 
demn tho property as marsh lands and 
agricultural property, would be obliged 
to condemn, it at a greatly advanced 
value as a water power site. 

"Under tho decisions of the Illinois 
courts, however, tho Economy Light 
and Power Company can proceed only 
under'a 20 year lease to occupy the 90 
foot strip. As the right to overflow 
this strip Is essential to tho carrying 
out of the company's planband as tho 
term of Its lease .has already run 
about seven years, tho state has a con- 



trol of the situation nt this point 
which, for all practical purposes, in- 
hibits tho consummation of the planB 
Of the' Economy' Light and Power 
Company. In this connection it may 
be said, that since the institution of 
suit by the governor and attorney 
general, no further work has ' been 
done .upon the dam at Dresden Heights 
by tho^Economy Light 'and Power 
Company. * 

"In addition, the United States gov- 
ernment has intervened In this mat- 
ter, slnco the decision of the supreme 
court of our Btate, and has Instituted 
a suit against the Economy Light and 
Power Company in the federal courts, 
the object of which Is to establish fed-" 
eral control of; the stream and power 
site. 

Need of Prompt Action. 

"In view of the activity, on the part 
of private water power companies, 
'prompt action by the general" assem- 
bly is. of the utmost importance if the 
public rights in this valuable natural 
resource are to be preserved for the 
benefit of the state. In ray Judgment, 
it is imperative that the general as- 
sembly at the present session take 
stepB to secure, at least, public pos- 
session and control of the available 
water .power- sites, so that when the 
deep watorway is constructed the wa- 
ter power developed will be public 
property and the revenue derived 
therefrom public revenue, payable into 
tho state treasury, as contempated by 
tho constitutional amendment, instead 
of to private lntorests. It Is only 
through the acquirement of these wa- 
ter power sites by the state and the 
preservation of the public rights in 
the water power that the stato can re- 
pay tho cost of waterway, construction 
by water power development, and so 
retire the $20,000,000 bonds authorized 
by the constitutional amendment with- 
out: expense to the state.

"In view of the deep. Interest of the 
people of the Illinois valley in the 
removal of tho four dams, I arrangod 
for a conference at Washington with 
tho president and General Blxby, 
chairman of the special engineering 
board, and on April 15, in company 
with Mr. Ishnm Randolph, submitted 
to tho president a letter dated April 
15, 1911, and reading as follows: 

' "'Washington, April 15, 1911. 
" 'Tho President: 

"'Sir: The report of "A Special 
Board of Engineers on Waterway 
from Lockport, . III., to tho mouth of 
the Illinois river," published as H. It. 
Doc. No. 1374, Sixty-first, congress, 
third Besslon, describes the project of 
the stato of Illinois for a waterway 
from Lockport, 111., via the Desplalnes 
and Illinois rivers, to Utlca, 111;, and 
states that after an examination of 
tho plans for said Improvement and 
of the estimates of cost based there- 
on, it, tho said ^board, considers that 
tho work proposed can bo done for 
tho $20,000,000 which tho 'people of 
Illinois have authorized tlie general 
assembly to expend for that purpose. 
Tho recommendation of said board for 
federal aid to the project contains 
those words: "Should tho stato of 
Illinois be unablo to complete the 
locks suggested by the board or the 
bridges required by navigation, the 
United,: States might then .properly', 
undertake. to complete these parts of 
the. project; but as the authorized ap- 
propriation of $20,000,000 by tho stato 
Is considered sufficient for all work 
above Utlca, no estimates are submit- 
ted for these- parts." Tho project pro- 
posed 'by the board for a continuation 
of tho waterway , from Utlca to tho 
mouth of the Illinois river «contom*. 
•plates a retention of tho, four dams 
now. existing In tho Illinois , river. 

"•In- view of the : facts as stated, I 
urge upon you tho propriety of, recom- 
mending to the congress that tlio term; 
of ser^Uco of tho special board* of 
engineers bo continued, with. power to 
confer ylth' ^commission, hereafter 
to be created by. tho general assem- 
bly of 'Illinois, and to agree 'upon 
terms under which there may bo co-' 
operation between tho United States 
and the stato of Illinois, both ns .to 
tho aid,- ir any, to v be extended to said 
Btate In carrying" out the projoct 
above Utlca, and, the relief to be af- 
forded tho people of tho Illinois val- 
loy in tho matter of removal of tho 
dams when the work of extending tho 
waterway to tho mouth of tho Illinois 
river Is undertaken, I am, with high

sixty-two (62) miles further to'Utica, 
I feel that It Is fitting that this work 
should bo supplemented by the gov- 
ernment and that the expenditures 
recommended by tho special board of 
engineers on the! waterway from Utlca 
to the mouth of tho Illinois river be 
made-, upon lines which, while provid- 
ing a waterway for the nation, should 
otherwise benefit the state to the full- 
est extent. 

:. "tOn behalf, of your state, there has 
boon no legislative commission with 
whom tho board of engineers could 
negotiate, and. that board has reported 
a project for .tho' lower river which, 
I. learn from. your letter, Jb not satis- 
factory to the state. 

" 'in view of this fact, I shall rec- 
ommend to" tho congresB that the 
term of servico of said board be con- 
tinued and that It be empowered to 
reopen tho question of the treatment 
of the, lower Illinois river, and to ne- 
gotiate with a commission hereafter 
to be created by your general assem- 
bly, and, to agree with such commis- 
sion upon a plan' for the Improvement 
of the lower Illinois river and upon 
the. extent to which the United States 
may properly co-operate with the stato 
of Illinois in securing tho construction 
of a navigable waterway from Lock- 
port to" the mouth of tho Illinois river 
In conjunction with the development 
of water power by tho state between 
Lockport and, Utlca.

'The federal government now main- 
tains a channel olght feet deep to La 
Salle and should wo adopt tho federal 
plans we should have,. Immediately 
upon the completion of the state's 
work, a navigable channel eight feet 
in depth from Lake Michigan to tho 
Gulf of Mexico. Congress is now In 
extraordinary session. The special 
board of engineers will pass out of ex- 
istence as soon as its final report Is 
made, but If the state acts, at onco and 
creates a commission to confer with 
It, there can bo no doubt that the sug- 
gestions and recommendations of tho 
president will bo adopted and the life 
of the present federal commission bo 
extended by tho congress in order that 
it inny reach an agreement with tho 
state which will permit the work to 
be carried forward. The next-general 
assembly will not meet until a year 
from January next. Congress will then 
bo - In tho short session which will ad- 
journ on the following fourth of March 
and nt which It la unlikely that there 
will bo sufficient time for the consid- 
eration of waterway questions. Should 
your honorable body fail to net at tho 
present session, the whole matter 
would probably go over until the .De- 
cember session of the next' congress 
and after the next, general assombly 
shall have adjourned. 

Necessity for State Commission. 
"Prom every point of view, there- 
fore, tho public Interests require" tho 
appointment- at the present sesBloh of 
a watorway .commission to confer w'lth 
the federal government and to protect 
the rights of the "people of -our state In 
the water pbwor to bo developed. I 
believe such a commission should bo 
created with power to negotiate with 
the federal government as to the con- 
ditions of federal cooperation with the" 
state In the construction of tho water- 
way and to reach an agreement as to 
the extent to, which the federal gov- 
ernment will assist In the completion 
of Its navigation featurea between 
Lockport and:UtIca*Bhouldisuch assist- 
ance become necessary, and also* and 
especially empowering the commis- 
sion, pending such negotiations with 
the federal government, to purchase 
on behalf of tho state the water power 
sites necessary for the utilization of 
,the water power to ho developed. 
Other matters may permit of ' delay, 
but; In my judgment, It Is Imperative 
that possession and control of tho wa- 
ter power sites shall bo secured by 
.tho state without*! delay. The $20,t 
000, 0Q0 constitutional amendment 
would never havo received the ap- 
proval of tho' voters. upon any other 
consideration than that the water 
power should ho developed and her 
come the property of tho state, as pro- 
vided in the constitutional amendment 
Itself, and should your'honorable'.body 
fall to act, tho. power will still bo 
lodged fn some subsequent general as- 
sembly to expend this' $20,000,000 in 
watorway construction when tho pos- 
session and control of tho wator pow- 
er Bites have passed into private 
hands. 

Governor's Recommendations. 
, "I therefore. urge that your honor- 
able body at the present session en- 
act, legislation creating a commission 
with power to carry out the authority 
conferred upon the general assembly 
by the constitutional amendment, to 
confer and negotiate with tho federal 
government concerning federal coop- 
eration with the state and to purchase 
such water power' sites as may bo nec- 
essary to- preserve the public rights 
In the water power to bo developed 
and to take such other and further ac- 
tion as tho facts warrant.

Most of the Smaller Ones Show Heavy 

Losses During the Last fen Years 

— Significance In Figures Just 

Made'. Public. 



Washington, April 22.—A healthy, 
growth In tho incorporated cities and 
towns of Illinois is shown in the census 
returns for tho state. In addition to 
Chicago's Increase. In population from 
1,698,675 to 2,185,283 in the ten years 
from 1900 to 1910 many of tho smaller 
cities of tho statp show notable gains. 
Tho greater number of the losses in 
population are recorded in towns and 
villages which had less than 2,000 in 
1900. One exception Is Ottawa, which 
had 10,588 at the count before tho last 
ono and dropped to 9,535. 

Among tho cities which show im- 
portant Increases are Aurora from 24,- 
147 to 29,807; Belleville, from 17,484 
to 21,122; Bloomington, from 23.28G to 
25,768; Champaign, from 9,098 to 12,- 
421; Danville, from 1G,354 to 27,871; 
Decatur, from 20,754 to 31,140; Spring- 
tleld, from 34,159 to 51,678; East St 
Louis, from 29,655 to 58,547; Elgin, 
from 22,433 to 25,976; Madison, from 
1,979 to 5.04G, and Peoria, from 56,100 
to 66,950.

Illinois Board Reports. 

With tho resources of tho 17 stato 
charitable institutions of Illinois 
greater than they wero a year ago 
and the liabilities less, members of 
the state board of administration. In 
Issuing their first annual report, made 
public, show figures which they be- 
lieve will vindicate the present plan of 
operating the Institutions. It started 
January 1, 1910, with tho creation of 
the board. 

A synopsis^ of tho board's report of 
finances is contained in tho February 
Institution Quarterly, edited by tho 
board's statistician, Frederick Howard 
Wines, and published as tho official 
organ. 

The Quarterly shows tho board, 
when It assumed charge of affairs 
January 1, 1910, had to its credit $1,- 
733,019.49 available. A further ap- 
propriation of $2,721,150 became avail. 
able July 1. This made tho total cash 
on hand $4,454,169.49. 

A total petty income of $271,550 ) .G3 
from sales, collections and other mis- 
cellaneous sources made the total 
available amount In cash $4,725,720.12. 

The total expenses of the charitable 
institutions In tho year amounted to 
$3,233,859.80, of which the items were 
divided into two classes — ordinary ex- 
penses or maintenance, $2,754,043.47, 
and special expenses, mainly building 
operations, $479,816.33. An Indebted- 
ness of $55,968.07 had been incurred 
by the former management, which In- 
creased the liabilities of the new 
board to a total of $3,289,827.87. 

Tho method of discharging these lia- 
bilities Is chiefly by transmission of 
the bills, when audited and approved 
by the board of administration, to tho 
state auditor, who draws his warrants 
on tho state treasurer for the amounts, 
and the money is paid direct to the 
parties to whom the same is due.

State Park and Forest Reserve. 

The Illinois park commission crea- 
ted by act of the Forty-sixth general 
assembly to investigate tho feasibility 
of certain historic and picturesque 
sites in Illinois for park purposes has 
presented its report and recommends 
the purchase of Starved Hock and ad- 
joining properties located near Ot- 
tawa on tho Illinois river for tho pur- 
pose of a state park and forest re- 
serve. 

A bill embodying the recommenda- 
tion of tho commission has been of- 
fered in the Illinois general assembly, 
and It now rests with the advocates of 
state parks whether Illinois will .fol- 
low tho cxamplo set by the general 
government and other states in the 
conservation of her historic and natur- 
al beauty spots.

Tho 
lake Is 20 miles long and full of very 
line fish. 

"There is a lot of land yet that has 
not been taken and room for many 
settlers, and we wish you would send 
some settlers up here, as there are 
fine prospects for them, especially for 
those who have a little money to start 
with. Send them here to Turtle Lake, 
and wo will show them the land, if 
they have secured plats, showing the 
vacant lands, at the Dominion Lands 
office in,. Battleford. Send us up some 
good Scandinavians this spring." 

Tho Canadian government agents 
will try to meet his wishes.

chords.

tuner shave off too much at the last 
tuning, or^the fifth Bound, but such is 
not the case. Ho would, however, 
bo obliged to begin afresh, starting 
with the first one and and shaving 
the boll until It gave forth Its har- 
monious sound at tho fifth tone.

ANGELES TIMES BUILDING 
LAST OCTOBER. ■ 



POLICE SAY ONE CONFESSED 



Structural Iron Worker and Two Oth- 
ers Arrested on Charge of Com- 
plicity in Outrages Costing 
112 Lives Lost. 



Albuquerque, N. M— OrtloE.McMan- 
igal and J. B. Brice, or J. B. McNamara, 
arrested at Detroit, Mich., for com- 
plicity in the alleged dynamiting of. 
Oxo Lod Angeles Times building In Oc- 
tobed last passed through hero on 
their way to Los Angeles, in the cus- 
tody of detectives on the California 
Limited of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe railroad. They were pre- 
ceded on an earlier train by John J. 
McNamara, secretary-treasurer of the 
International Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers' union, also under arreBt 
for complicity in the wrecking of the 
Times building, In charge of three of- 
ficers \vho_were taking him to Los 
Angeles to stand trial. 

Two other men, .Harry Kaplan and 
Matt Schmidt, now under Indictment 
in Los Angeles for complicity In the 
dynamite outrage, are expected to bo 
taken into custody at any moment. 

The two McNamnras and McMani- 
gal are charged with being implicated 
in dynamite outrages in which 112 
lives were lost and §3,500,000 of prop- 
erty destroyed in various cities of the 
country. 

The greatest precautions arc being 
taken to guard J. W. McNamara and 
McManigal on the train. Both are leg 
ironed and handcuffed. Not only do 
tlio detectives fear an attempt at res- 
cue, but they know that efforts are 
being made to prevent by legal means 
the prisoners from being taken to Los 
Angeles. Union labor leaders all over 
the country are declaring that the ar- 
rests made In the dynamite outrages 
are a conspiracy and that the men 
were "kidnaped." 

There Is particular attention being 
paid by the officers to McManigal, as 
he is said to have made a confession 
which implicates the others named. 
This confession was obtained In Chi- 
cago at the home of Detective Wil- 
liam Read, Where McManigal and Mc- 
Nr.uinra were taken on April 13 after 
they had been arrested In Detroit 
April 12 by operatives of the W. J. 
Burns agency and by the Chicago po- 
lice. McManigal was "sweated" while 
at the detective's home, promised par- 
tial immunity and finally appealed to 
to tell what he knew for the sake of 
his wife and children. He is then said 
to have broken down and told of the 
dynamite outrages In which he is con- 
cerned. 

The confession Includes, it Is de- 
clared, ninety pages of typewritten 
matter, and is now being taken to Los 
Angeles with the prisoners. 

The sworn copy of the confession, 
as well as McManigal and McNamara 
and their guard of police, came near 
to being blown out of existence, it was 
learned when an automobile in which, 
they were riding and carrying dyna- 
mite and nitroglycerin as evidence 
ran into a roadside ditch and almost 
turned turtle. 

The prisoners were being hurried 
from South Chicago to .Toilet to take 
the Overland Santa Fe train and had 
got as far as Frankfort — thirteen 
miles from Joliet — when the mishap 
occurred. The prisoners, guards and 
the Los Angeles prosecuting officials, 
badly frightened, climbed from the au- 
tomobile and went to the one Frank- 
fort hotel for the night, as it was too 
laic to catch the train. 

The party remained quietly at the 
hotel and went to Joliet on an Inter- 
urban car, leaving on the Overland 
train 24 hours later than they had In- 
tended. 

Presumably as the result of infor- 
mation given by McManigal In his 
statement to the detectives, operatives 
of the Burns agency and their chief 
himself were heard of during tho day 
in a half dozen widely separated cltleB 
Investigating clues and finding cor- 
roborative proof of the confession In 
the discovery of the plants, the dis- 
closures of circumstances attending 
various explosions, and the finding of 
results, all In keeping, It is said, with 
the confession details. 

In his alleged confession McManigal 
Is said to have denied any complicity 
In the Los Angeles Times building dis- 
aster. He, however, is said to have 
admitted ho wont out to Los Angeles 
last December in an attempt to de- 
, stroy tho temporary building of the 
Times and to have Implicated tho two 
McNaraaras and Kaplan and Schraltt 
\in the Los Angeles affair. McManigal 
Is said to have declared that all of 
•ho operations In which he took part 
•ccurrcd within the last two years, 
"he outrages which have been at- 



tributed to his activities and those of 
his partners, however, have occurred 
within a period of five years. 

According to the pollco McManigal 
said he got his orders for the work 
ho and McNamara .did direct from 
"headquarters." 

it was ins evidence, they declared, 
that led to the arrest of John J. Mc- 
iNainara in Indianapolis. As yet no 
trace haB been discovered as to how 
McNamara and, McManigal, -who, ac- 
cording to McManigal, did the actual- 
work 'fin arranging boi>*b explosions, 
got the money tor this work. McMan- 
igal is said to have been well supplied 
ana dynamite which has been aiscov- 
ered in various parts of Uio country 
must have cost considerable money. 

Three or four huuared pounds of 
dynamite were dug up by Dctectlvo 
Burns and his aids at Timn, O. 
More' was obtained, it was claimed, at 
indianapolis on tho night McNamara 
was arrested, and electrical appli- 
ances, clock works and similar in- 
struments are said to have been found 
ooth at the homo of McManigal in 
Chicago and that of J. W. McNamara 
m Cincinnati. 

The arrests marked the end of ouo 
of the most thrilling criminal huntB 
ever recorded. Many times detectives 
knew in advance that certain explo- 
sions were to take place and dared 
not prevent them lest they warn the 
quarry of their presence. For six 
months, during which more than a 
dozen bomb outrages have been staged 
by the "wrecking crew," its members 
never have been out of the sight of a 
detective. 

All this time the men were being 
sought by regular police iu the cltlc3 
In which they were operating, but 
never once, despite the omnipresence 
of posters describing their appearance 
accurately, were they molested by the 
authorities. 

It was the peculiar clockwork bomb, 
delicate, yet. wonderfully sure, used by 
the dynamiters that yielded the first 
clue resulting in the exposure of their 
identity. 

A few weeks before the Times, 
building was destroyed an attempt 
was made to blow up a bridge at Pe- 
oria, 111. An error had been made in 
the adjustment of the machine and it 
failed to explode. It was found by a 
watchman and turned over to detec- 
tives employed by the Erectors' asso- 
ciation — the national body of open- 
shop contractors, against whom tho 
hand of the "wrecking crew" had been 
turned. 

After the dynamiting of the Times 
building, similar bombs were found 
planted near the residence of Gen- 
eral Otis, publisher of the Times, 
and Felix J. Zeehandelaar, secretary 
of the Merchants* and Manufacturers' 
association of Los Angeles. Passers- 
by heard the clockwork ticking, dis- 
covered the source of the ominouB 
sound and turned the infernal ma- 
chines over to the police. 

Comparison of the machine found 
at Peoria and those picked up at Los 
Angeles convinced the detectives that 
the dynamltlngs had been planned by 
the same person and carried out by 
hjs agent or agents. 

Indianapolis, Ind.— Three men were 
arrested here on charges of kidnaping 
in connection with tho arrest, of J. J. 
McNamara, secretary and treasurer of 
the International Association of Bridge 
and Structuarl Iron Workers. They 
ware Walter Drew, counsel for the Na- 
tional Erectors' association; W. J. 
Ford,, assistant district attorney at 
Los Angeles, and Frank Fox, a chauf- 
feur. 

A warrant charging kidnaping also 
has been issued against William J. 
Burns, the detective who has been in- 
vcsL'gntlng the charges of a bomb con- 
spiracy by the labor leaders, and who 
caused the arrest of McNamara, his 
brother, and Ortie McManigal. 

Drew and Ford were with Burns at 
the time McNamara was arrested. In 
the Information filed agalnBt them It 
is charged that though McNamara 
was not turned over to a deteptivc 
sergeant from Los Angeles until Gov- 
ernor Marshall had honored requlsl 1 
tlon papers from the governor of Cali- 
fornia, he was not permitted to con- 
sult with counsel or to make a plea 
of resistance to extradition before Po- 
lice Judge Collins when he was Identi- 
fied as the man named In the warrant 
for his arrest. 

Fox was accused of having aided 
the kidnaping, as he was the driver 
of the automobile in which McNamara 
was taken to Chicago to bo placed 
aboard a train for Los Angeles. 

Drew and Ford were released under 
bond of $5,000 each and Fox under 
bond of $3,000. 

The charges against the men prob- 
ably will come before the grand 
jury, which today began an Investiga- 
tion Into the IndlanapollB end of the 
alleged bomb conspiracy as Frank P. 
Baker, county prosecutor, Is deter- 
mined to givo both sides* a square 
deal. 

Mr. Baker said that the grand jury's 
investigation would go into Intima- 
tions that there was a conspiracy 
against the Iron workers* association 
and Its officials resulting In the "plant- 
ing" of the dynamite, to create evi- 
dence against them, In their office 
building.

PASS CANADA PACT 



RECIPROCITY MEASURE GOES 

THROUGH HOUSE DESPITE 

REPUBLICAN OPPOSITION. 



MANY AMENDMENTS OFFERED 



Bill, Which Now Goes to Senate, 
Gets Almost Solid Support of the 
Democrats — Final Roll Was 264 
to 89. 



Washington. — By the decisive vote of 
264 to 89 the house of representatives 
passed tho Canadian reciprocity tariff 
measure, marking the ciose of a six 
days' fight 

- Ten of tho opposing votes wore cast 
by the Democrats and tho other 79 
by Republicans. A majority of tho 
Republicans in tho house voted 
against tho measure, and tho fears of 
President Taft were roallzed, namely, 
that tho reciprocity measuro would go 
through by Democratic votes alone. 
At the last minute the president sum- 
moned a group of Republican oppo- 
nents of reciprocity to tho White 
House and made- a personal appeal to 
them, but without avail. 

Tho bill now goes to tho 'senate, 
where strenuous efforts are to bo 
made, through amendments and other- 
wise, to defeat It. Announcements 
that such was tho plan of opposing 
senators were made (during the fight 
in the house. 

Most startling In tholr naturo were 
tho explanations given by Chairman 
Underwood of the ways and means 
committee, of plans that had been 
adopted by great trusts, monopolies 
and Interests to defeat the reciprocity 
bill. That light is still on and will 
have to be met In tho senate. 

Despite protestations of unchanging 
support of progressive legislation, Ir- 
vine L. Lenroot of Wisconsin and 
George Norrls of Nebraska, progres- 
sive leaders, lined their following up 
in opposing the bill behind a handful 
of the old guard of stand-patters. 

Tho contention of tho progressives 
was that the bill was amendable and 
that It could bo changed by giving 
Canada free trade. They held to this 
insistently, In the face of positive as- 
surances from President Taft, the 
state department and the commission- 
ers who framed the jpact, that any 
change would send the agroemeht 
back to the commissioners with the 
certainty that this would defeat it.

— AVJ11 Potter, a ne- 
gro, was dragged upon the stage of 
the opora house and hanged and his 
body riddled with bullets. He had 
shot and killed Prank Mitchell, twenty- 
two years old, white, in a quarrel. 

With his hands tied behind him tho 
negro, Bhiverlng and trembling, was 
dragged from the basement of tho 
opera house, where he had been hid- 
den by Marshal Stabler and tied up 
on the stage. 

Tho mob took Us placo In the or- 
chestra pit, tho lights were turned on, 
tho curtain was rung up on the most 
weird scene which ever, graced a stago 
in America. . At a word from the lead- 
er' fifty shots rang out and the hanged 
negro fell dead to tho stage. Tho cur- 
tain was lowered and In silence tho 
men wont out into the night, leaving 
the black, who had taken the star 
role in tho death drama, behind them 
on tho boards. 

Tho authorities used all secrecy 
they could, but the lockup, a flimsy 
affair, was of little service, and In the 
hope of eluding the mob tho officers 
carried tho negro to the theater and 
hid him in the basement. 

Somo one saw them hurry the negro 
into the side entrance, and the hiding 
place was told to the loader of the 
mob, who had his, men surround tho 
building, and tho prisoner was de- 
manded from the authorities. They 
refused, but whon they realized that it 
meant not only death to the black, but 
also to tho men who wero trying to 
defend him, ho was turned over to tho 
crowd. 

What Potter and Mitchell quarreled 
about^will never be known. They wore 
In a poolroom, and when they got Into 
trouble Mitchell started homo. As he 
was walking up the street toward his 
home the negro ran after him and 
fired: a bullet through his breast. 

It was soon noised about tho town 
and a mob of half a hundred citizens 
began searching for the black. They 
did not find him until the leader was 
told where the officers were in hiding. 
When Sheriff Beeler arrived from Cal- 
houn, having made the journoy In a 
fast motor boat, thee was nothing for 
him to do but take charge of the body 
that still lay on the stage, the glare of 
the footlights revealing. In its entirety 
the deadly work of tho rabb.

Madrid. — The government has re- 
ceived a telegram stating that a 
native has arrived at Tetuan who 
declares that the Moroccan rebels have 
stormed Fez and massacred the gar- 
rison, and that the sultan has taken 
refuge In the French consulate. 

Paris, April 22. — A telegram was re- 
ceived by the foreign office from 
Captain Bremond of the French 
military mission .In Morocco, dated 
April 12, requesting that ammunition 
and money be sent him, but not stat- 
ing whether his position Is critical.

Tho average production of wheat In 
tho United States Ib fourteen bushels 
per acre, that of Germany is twenty-, 
eight bushels. To what Is this differ- 
ence to be attributed? 

•A publication has recently appeared 
from I'rofesBor von Reumker, ono of 
the leading agricultural authorities of 
Germany, which Is of very great In- 
terest when considered in connection 
with the remarkable progress Ger- 
many has been making In recent years 
in increasing her crop production. In 
Oils article the author discusses the 
"Importance and Methods of Seed 
Breeding." 

In our own country Investigations 
along, this line have not been, so ex- 
tensive as in Germany, but the results 
thus far obtained point in tho same 
direction. 

The writer has previously called at- 
tention* to. the great diversity of soil 
,and cllmato conditions existing with- 
in our own state of Illinois and of, tho 
great Importance of tho adaption' of 
variety to the local conditions. ' 
. As a striking Illustration of this, wo 
may refer to some, of tho facts that 
have been ascertained concerning; va- 
rieties of wheat in Illinois. Based up- 
on the results of repeated tests, it has 
been found that tho Turkey red wheat 
Is without- a doubt generally. the best 
yielding variety for the central and 
north parts of tho state. Dawson's 
Golden Chaff Is probably the next best 

VALUABLE ON FARM 

BY J. P. GILBERT, 
Supervisor of.

Most grown-up people in Illinois 
have been taught from childhood. to 
declaro ceaseless .war upon all hawks 
and owls found on farmB or. hear 
dwellings. Accordingly when they 
see any of, these birds they gather, 
their shotguns or rifles and shoot to 
kill any or all of them without dls- 



ylelder. But when we take these two 
varieties down Into the southern sec- 
tion, the gray clay soil, they both take' 
a very, low position in comparison 
with other varieties^ On- tho other 
hand, the varieties known ns Fulcaster 
and. Harvest King thrive best in this 
southern region; but when they are 
brought north they are found to' bo 
not at all adapted to conditions pre- 
vailing In the central zone. 

At the Urbana experiment field wo 
have round among the varieties tested 
for several successive yearn ft. range 
of yield running from 'thirty bushels 
per acre to thirty-nine bushels, and on 
the poor soil! of southern Illinois the 
range in yield on a single flcHMn a 
single season hns been six bushels to 
thirteen bushela, or in' other words, 
one variety yields more than twice aa 
much as the other. 

It is of the highest Importance there- 
fore that, tho farmer be informed con- 
cerning the variety of wheat which he 
should grow. We have used wheat 
here sb an Illustration,; but what has 
been said regarding this applies to all 
the other field crops as iwell. The ex- 
periment station Is already in posses- 
sion of much Information oh this sub- 
ject, which needs only to bo put Into 
practical application. But much more 
Investigation IS needed, for we are 
still In the dark; concerning tho best 
vnrletleB to Use In many ^localities, and 
further,* It Is possible that there exist 
somewhere on tho earth still better 
varieties, as yet undiscovered.

crimination. Such ideas and prac- 
tices are sure to work great Injury to 
agricultural Interests, Injury that will | 
become increasingly serious as the 
ranks of tho more bonoflcldl birds of 
prey are decreased. It is a great mis- 
tako to condomn and kill all hawks 
and owls,, for' most of them aro decid- 
edly beneficial. Nearly all of om\ 
small hawks and owls are famous in- 
sect; eaters. . The common sparrow 
hawk which may ho; recognized by hlu 
TlWlne "Kllly! Kllly! KUly!" given 
during fllghtV seldom doea any harm, 
but on the contra ry destroys inn umor- 
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able caterpillars upon 'forest, shade 
and fruit trees. Ho eats great num- 
bers of grasshoppers and other In- 
jurious Insects, and bis value as a 
mouser certainly exceeds that oT the 
average cat. 

On the other hand, the little sharp- 
shinned hawk just^ about the size of 
the sparrow hawk, but .more Blender 
and. with longer legs and tail, is -s 
poultry thief and should be de- 
stroyed.' Tho coopers- hawk, about, 
twlco the size of tho sharp-shinned 
hnwk.lB also a poultry thief and 
should be destroyed. : These two, 
which resemble each other oxcept'in 
slzo, are not of the noisy eort. 

It should bo snld' that the destruc- 
tion of rodents Is of the greatost Im- 
portance to agriculture. ', Those pests 
destroy grasses and grain. and multi- 
ply with alarming rapidity. Should 
wo destroy our hawks, owls and harm- 
less snakes which, are busy holding 
rodents In check, we should probably 
faco a loss from tho pestB which 
would reach many millions of dollars. 
Owls havo a far clearer record 
than hawks. Only oho, the enormous 
great horned owl, Is generally harm- 
ful. This great horned owl Is seldom 
found hero In n6mbers of any conso- 
quonce, and In most parts. of Illinois 
ho may be' disregarded entirely. The 
screech oWls are famojis mousers, 
their diet' of mice being increased by 
a . considerable number j of Injurious 
insects. Ono of the best of all the 
owls Is tho barn owl, sometimes 
called the monkey-faced 'owl. We dc 
not need to kill owIb to learn theli 
bill of fare. They swallow their food 
whole as do most birds. But among 
the owls, the stomach rolls up the 
Indigestible parts, Biich as bones and 
skulls and throws these HtUo rolls 
or pellets out of tho mouth where 
they fall to' the ground beneath the 
roosting placo. The pellets left by n 
pair of these owls roosting In a barn 
were examined and their contents 
noted. In them were found 454. 
skullB of Bmall animals. ;• Of these 
skulls 225 were from| destructive 
meadow mice, 179 house mice, 20 
rats, six jumping mice, tvfo pine mice, 
20 shrews, one star-nosed mole and 
ono vesper .sparrow. Certainly n 
record like; this marks the barn owl 
ns' a' mouser far superior to the cat* 
which so commonly destroys -mo» e 
valuable birds tban mice and rn?a

When Senator Lorlmer and- the oth- 
er politicians went up and down the 
state advocating the deep waterway, 
one of the strongest points made was 
the remarkable development of water* 
way transportation upon European 
rivers. They mentioned the fact that 
rivers like the Rhino-were alive with 
boats going up arid down, carrying all 
kinds of freight, and that a large per- 
centage, If not the majority; of ton- 
nage of Germany and other European 
countries was moved upon the rivers, 
and that this method of transporta- 
tion was immensely popular and was 
saving the people In transportation 
charges millions of dollars as against 
railway shipments/ If the Germans, 
the French could develop an enorm- 
oub traffic on their waterways, thoy 
asked, why can we not do so? 

These politicians either forgot or. 
failed to state that the European riv- 
ers are not deep waterways at all, but 
on the contrary are very shallow; 
none is over nine feet deep, and a 
large amount of J the traffic is on wa- 
terways from 2% to 4 feet deep,. and 
the Immense tonnage of the German 
rivers is handled by boats drawing 
from two to six feet of water; steam- 
ers of light draft, usually with bargos 
and tow, is the general method, 
be alive with traffic. 

It Is unsafe to assume that because 
a thing Is successful in Europe 
It will bo here, where condi- 
tions are different. The making of 
wooden shoes in Holland is a large in- 
dustry, but what would be said of any- 
one who proposed to start a wooden 
shoe factory In America? 

Railways Give Better Service. 

The Inland waterway commission, 
of which Senator Lorlmer is a mem- 
ber, and also the president of the 
Lakes to the Gulf £>eop Waterway as- 
sociation, agree that, channel for 
channel, the Mississippi river from St. 
Louis south, today is better for navi- 
gation than tho Rhine or any other 
river in Europe.
